Pergonally, if Howard Elting is to remain as the deputy, I 


doubt that we can look to him for mach except a certain amount of contim- 


ity in our dealings with the limited cirele in State who are Cleared for 


our business. Perhaps you have not had a chance to think this through, but 


at some point I would appreciate your oral opinion,
